When Sen ator Me Mast pi* wa s governor of South Dakota he* 
made wa r on gasoline prices, established s t a t e fining s t a t io n s 
and brought down the cost to the consumer. Some other west­ 
ern state followed his plan, 
t lt.imate]y the prices returned 
to their old figure, hut McMaster again is on the war path. 
'* 
Speaking at Yankton in his state, tie charged that dealers 
are making 59 percent on gasoline, and issued the following 
statement : 
“ From April 15 to May 15. the state of South Dakota paid 
on an av era g e of 10.15 cents a gallon for gasoline at the re­ 
fineries. 
The freight rate to Yankton is 3.55 cents and there 
is an inspection fee of .10 of a cent, making the total cost ot 
gasoline 13.78 cents per gallon, laid down in tfte city of 
Yankton during that 30-day period. 
“ The selling price of Standard oil wa s 25 cents. 
Deduct­ 
ing the 3 cents state tax, which is paid in advance by the pub­ 
lic, makes a gross profit of 8 .22 cents a galloir or 59 percent. 
If the selling price of Gasoline Alley (a private tilling station 
in Yankton was 23 cents during that period their gross prolit 
wa s 45 percent and not 19 percent (as was cla imed.) 
The senator holds tha t tin; profit is out of proportion to 
that, on other commodities of which there is great quantity 
sold. 
He looks upon gasoline not as a luxury, but as a nec­ 
essity, written into the cost of living of every individual, 
whether he buys it at the service station or pays lor it in­ 
directly in the cost of managing a household. 
To people in other lines of business it appea rs that the 
overhead cost of distribution of gasoline by establishing sta-j 
tions on every prominent corner is far in excess of what it* 
should be. 
ima g ine a railroad establishing coal and waterj 
facilities for locomotives at every station, and the public pay­ 
ing interest on the investment and wa g es ot the man-povver 
involved.

hand, those who buy the more e x pe n­ 
sive cuts pay deary for w hat they get, 
he declared. 
"T he nutritive value of the cheaper 
cuts of m eat is equal to tha t of m e 
more ex pensive ones, pound for pound 
of nua t, but these cuts m ust be sold 
¡it a low price, som etim es below whole­ 
sale, because there is only a light d e ­ 
m and for them ,” he ex plained. "Thos* 
who buy the more desirable cuts pay 
dearly for the food they get because 
b utchers must get enough out of thgse 
cuts to m ak e up for the entire carcass. 
" F ur the most part, hindquarter cuts 
are in the greatest dem and an« ] the 
l* st 
of ttie carcass 
is left for 
the 
butcher to dispose of as best he can. 
T he result is that desirable cuts <>f 
tm it lik e the round, loin and rib of 
beef 
which m ak e up only about 48 
per cent of the carcass, m ust be sold 


s o high that lfl>- average retail cost 
« if th**m is more than three-fourths of 
the total retail cost of the carcass.
